“We of the alumni must realize 
the importance of giving the maxi- 
Mum now in order that we may go to 
the United Presbyterian Church and 
the community of the college with 
proof that the sons and daughters 
of Westminster stand solidly behind 
their Alma Mater,’’ said J. Clyde Gil- 
fillan, president of the alumni 
association, this week in comment- 
ing upon the first phase of the appeal 
for a $1,000,000 Diamond Jubilee 
Fund for Westminster College. 

“Unless the alumni give to the 
maximum of their ability,’’ contin- 
ued Mr. Gilfillan, ‘“‘we must go into 
the o.ner phases of the activity real- 
izing that the toundation of the 
whole appeal is poorly laid and 
with just fears that the funds so 
badly needed by our college right 
now will not be achieved, 

Handling Mieuge Cards 

“It 18 1mportant tuat we do not 
hola back in Making our pledges. 
District Chairmen and class secre- 
laries shouid make their reports 
daily to the Pittsburgh ottice, 501 
Standard nite Building. Remember, 
that pledge cards should be given to 
the district Chairmen instead o1 
class secretaries it the giver lives in 
a community that has a district or- 
ganization. This will make “it pos- 
sible to compute the totals in com- 
muity gifts. The giver’s class will 
also be credited with the amount of 
the pledge.’ Of course, in making 
up the grand total the amount can 
only be taken once but this will not 
prevent the comiiunities and the 
various classes represented in the 
communities from receiving individ- 
ual credit.”’ 

Mr. Gilfillan reminded his fellow 
alumni and former students of the 
college, who were included by him 
in his reference to alumni, that it is 
expected to have the alumni and 
former student solicitation complet- 
ed by March 20. Immediately after 
the appeal will be carried to the 
churches of the three synods that 
stand sponsor for the college and 
then to the communities in lLaw- 
rence and Mercer counties, the 
mother towns of the college.

(It isn’t the deri-- 
sive smile Mencken superimposes on 
our features in his efforts in the: 
same direction. Leacock gently | 
satirizes, punctuating the satire | 
with gleeful pokes between the ribs, 
and there is nothing at all bitter 
about it. 

When the weary collegian craves 
relaxation from an intimate strug- 
gle with the abstract or from a 
theme reluctant -of expression, we: 
suggest Leacock in place of a Ches- 
ferfield. He is very enjoyable, and 
anyway, it’s the sophisticated thing 
to do.—Wilbert H. Baldinger, '29.
